umns of our daily papers with scan-
dal, half of it slander, the other half
truth? “Don’t care” has done it.
So long as substancial men ‘don’t
care” who administer gevernment,
or on what principles it is done, so
long taxes will be high, and corrup-
tion great, and mismanagement prof-
icable, and reform spasmodic. The
reform must begin, notat Washing~
ton, but in the hearts of men all
over the country who ““don’t care.”

IV. You cannot do anything?
Have you ever tried? You can go
to the primary elections. You may
be beaten at the first venture; you
deserve to be if you stay beaten.
But even a defeat may be a prelude
to victory. The presence of men of
character, of wealth, of iafluence,
in the ;primary meetings will make
itself felt. Did George William
Cartis and Rev. Freeman Clarke
do anything at Cincinnatti because
their eandidate was not nominated ?

V. You can resolutely refuse to
vote for bad men because they are
put cn your ticket. You can break
away from party leaders ; and when
you do, party leaders will have to
consult you and such as you, or fail.
You can write and sign a declara-
tion of independence on your own
account. The officesholders and
ofice_seekers are in an insignificant
minority. Look around you any
Sunday—how many are there in
church ? Stand on the sidewalk and
look at the throng inany city street
—how many are hungry for office ?
Go through a railsway-car and take
& census— the vast majority are as
honest and disinterested as your-
solf. And you cannot do anything !
Nonsense. You eap do everything.
The independant voters, the men
who care for country more than
party, and for party only as it serves
the country, can control politics
any time they chose. Itis “‘dont
care’ that makes them the humble
servants of the politicians whom
they affect to despise. Wherever
patriotism in the many is stronger
than love of pelf in the few, the
country will be redeemed. Its great-
est national curse is I ““don’t care.”
That is its old man of the sea; and
youare the one to help throw Lim
over.

Night Scenes in New TYork—How
Denizens of the Tenements Pass the
Weary Hours.

Before 9 o'clock last night thous-
ands of persons in the Five Points
quarter had gone out into the open

street to remain until morning. All

along Baxter and the adjacent
streets the inner edges of the side<

walks were lined with blankets and

bedsticks, upon which half nude
children were sleeping so close tos
gether that it was impossible to
step between them. They almost
laid over one another, entirely with-
out covering, and in many cases
with a cellar door or even the stone
flagging alone for a bed. In one
place night children were aslecp on
a patch of wooden pavement, six
feet long by three wide, and babes
scarcely six monthsold, with naked
limbs, lay exposed to the sky eon
pieces of blankets thrown ever cels
lar doors. An hour later it was
curious to see the women and girls
sitting on the curbstones, and ma-
king their toilet for the night by
twisting up their hair and throwing
a shawl around them. One after
another tuey laid down in the open
air beside the children, and regard-
less of the noisy throng that almost
jostled them in passing, to all aps
pearaace dropped comfortably
asleep. Gradually the noise in the
streets died out. A bevy of young
giris, who had been singing “The
Star Spangled Banner” and other
patriotic airs, feil asleep one after
another on a cellar-door, and the
sounds of shouting ana laughter
ceased.

The men pulled off their bosts,
and while sowe placed beds on the
sidewalk to sleep on, a few braced
themselves up in the corners of the
doors te act us sentinels over the
gleepers.

*“So they slcep every night,"”
said a policeman, “and we don’t dis~
turb them: They can't stand the
heat in doors—it weuld kill them.”

Our Early History.
[From the Hillsboro Recorder,]

We present a few facts relative
to the early histery of this town and
county, much of which we ere sure
is new to most of our readers, and
information of which is appropriate
to this centennial year saggestive
of old times. .

Orange county in 1752 was erect-
ed inte a county and parish, by the
name of Orange county and parish
of St. Mathews, and was taken off
from the counties of Granville,
Johnston and Bladen. The latter
county was formed as earlyas 1734
from New Hanover, and embraced
the whole western portion of the
State as far as the limits of North
Carolina extended. In 1753 anact
of the General Assembly directed
that “the court house, prison and
stocks for Crange county be erect-
ed on or near where the western
path (%) crosses the Enoce river on a
piece of land where James Watson
now lives.”

Ia 1774 it was represented to the
General Assembly that 400 acres
of land was granted fer the site of
a town, by William Churton, and
was afterwards laid off by him into
lots of one acre each; and it was

enacted that the same be laid off

and established as a town by the
name of Childsburg; and James
Watson, William Churton, William
Reed, William Nooa and Danaiel
Cain were appointed directors and
trustees for designing, building and
carrying on the said town.

In 1776 Governor Tryen, then
on avisit to Childsburg with his
wife and wife’s sister, Miss Esther
Wake, changed the name of that
of Hillsboro, in compliment of Miss
Esther, who saw in the view of the
village of Childsburg and surround-
ing scenery as seen from the top of
the Occonnechee mountain:, some
resemblance to her mative place,
Hillsbore across the waters.

Thomas A. Ilendricks was born
in Muskingum county, Ohio, in
1819 and is, therefore, fifty-seven
years of age. He removed to In-
diana, and in 1851 was elected to
Congress where he remained until
1855, when he was appeinted Com-
missioner of Land Office. He filled
this position until 1859, when he
was elected United States Senator
for six years. In 1868 he was the
Democratic candidate for Governor,
but as the passions snd prejudices
were then too streng for any Demo-
crat to be chosen, ng. Hendricks
was defeated by a small majority.
In 1374 he was elected to this posi-
tion which he has since filled with
signal ability, adorning the place
with the simplicity of the early
Roman times, when the robust vir-
tues were valued at their true
worth. Gev. Hendricks is one of
those unaffected great men who ims
press themselves forcibly on the era
as much by the wide contrast with
others as by their own simple
worth. Such an impression he
made upon North Carolinians last
year at our great celebration on
the 20th of May. And we will say
that we think with reason that ne
man would be more heartily sup-
ported in our Stat who could have
been nominated at St. Louis.—

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A Wonderful Clock.

An cight day clock which chimes
the quarters, plays sirteen tunes,
playing three tunes every twelve
hours, or at any interval required,
has been cxhibited at Paris, The
hands go round as follow : One,
once a minute; one, ouce an hour;
one, once a week; one, ence a year.
It shows the moon’s age, the rising
and setting of the sun, the time of
high and low water, half ebb and
half flood; and by a beautitul con-
trivance there is a part that repre-
sents water, which rises and falls,
lifting some ships at high tide a4 if
they were in motion, and as it re.
cedes leaving these automation ships
dry on the sands. The clock shows
the hour of the day, the day of the
month; there is provision made for
the signs of the zodiae; it strikes or
not, as may be desired: and it has
the equation table showing the dif-
ference of zlock and sun every day
of the year.
